The Jewess drew a large house last evening, 
and in sympathy with the burden of the op- 
era, a large number of our Hebrew citizens 
were in attendance—among them several la. 
dies particularly distinguished for their bril- 
liant costumes, and the targets of every lorg- 
nette in the house. Although the house was 
not over-crowded, still the atmosphere was 
very oppressive, the ventilation being wreteh- 
ed. Asa natural result, several ladies fainted 
ard were taken out in a languishing state, 
which was a sad drawback on the part of the 
meny, a8 it suspicioned « similar fate for 
themselves. We trust, for the pleasure of 
opera goers, that some means will be devised 
for remedying this. One cannot get up any 
enthosiasm when anmethetized with musk, 
patchoulj, cologne and carbon, breathed by 
twenty four hundred lungs‘ for four mortal 
hours. 

The. Jewcess was brought out splendidly, 
strict attention being paid to all the acecsso- 
ries. The costumes were particularly bril- 
Nant end appropriate, the scenery well 
chosen and worked to acharm. The chorus 
vere well up In their parts, and sang with a 
vigor and spirit which commended frequent 
applause. The orchestra played con amore, 
and were very effective throughout.

His sonorous 
voice has lost none of ite charms, but pealed 
cut with ite depths of richness and purity, ia 
which hes never been eqnalrd here.

f.und impression. At the drop of the cur- 
tain they were called out, and received a 
hardecme meed of applause. 

The second act opens with the impressi¢e 
scene of the Feast of Unleavened Bread. In 
this, the grand solo of Lazarus is alternated 
with choral responses which in this in- 
s‘'ance were beautifally shaded in 
tone and delivered with fine effect. The third 
scene introduced Rachele with the beaatiful 
a ia la notte silenziosa which Lorini rendered 
very sweetly, displaying at the same time 
powerful dramatic resources as she fearfally 
listens for the foot-steps of Leopold. Ino the 
fourth ecene, Macaferri at the discovery that . 
Leopold is a Christisn, begins to develope his 
eplendid dramatic powers. He is then the 
Jew indeed, the hving personification, re- 
minding one involuntarily of Booth's Shylock. 
The ecene closes with @ powerfa! and thrill- 
ing trio between Lazarus, Rachele and Leop- 
old, with a pecaliarly weird accompaniment, 
bronght out with eingular effect on the reeds. 

After the chorus of the people in the 
third act follows a beautiful quintette, Rachele, 
Lazerus and Eudoseia taking the promineut 
parts. As the rich barmony dies away, Sasial 
with tremendous power huris the anathema 
at Leopold. This was one of the most effect- 
ive and thrilling passages of the evening. 

The fourth act opens with the 
teeme between Rachele and Eudossia, em- 
bracing a beantifal duo, which wae admirably 
done. Then follows the most impressive and 
effective portion of the opera—the scene be- 
tween the Cardinal andgLazarus. The solile- 
quy of the Cardinal is followed by a solo by 
Lezarus in two distinct parte—the one full of 
malediction against the Christian, the other 
breathing love and tender regard for his 
davugbter.

The last 
ecene was principally dramatic, all centering 
ju the action and event.
